doth many times excule her tendernefle of yeares, [ 
found it to be true in the {lenderneſle of her anlwer. 
for the vndertaking to detend women, doth rather 
charge and conderane women, as1n the enſuing dil. 
courſe {hall appeare:So that wheras I expected to be 
eaſed of whar [ began, I do now tinde my lelte don- 
ble charged, as well to make reply to the one, as to 
adde ſupply to the other. 

In this my Apologie, Right Honourable, Right 
Worlbipfull, and all others of our Sexe, I doc in the 
frſt part of it plainely and reſolutely deliver the 
worthineſſe and worth of women ; a inreſpet of 
their:Creation, as1n the-worke of Redemption.Nexr 
I doe ſhew'in examples out of bath the Teſtaments:

F the Author of this Arrazgn- 


courſe either anſwerableto the 
Title, or the Arguments of 
the Chapters ; hee had beene 
fo farre off from being anſwe- 

; I red by me, that I ſhould have 
ded ſogood a labour, which is imployed to 
give viceiuſt reproofe,and vertue honourable report. 
But at the very firſt entrance of his diſcourſe, in the 
very firſt page, hediſcouereth himlelte neither to haue 
truth in his promiſe, nor religious pertormance. It 
in this anſwere I doe vie more vehement ſpeeches 
then may ſceme to correſpond the naturall diſpoliri- 
on of a Woman; yet all tudicious Readers {hall con- 
teſle that I vie more mildnefle then the cauſe I hue 
in hand prouoketh me vnto. 

[ am not onely prouoked by this Authour to de- 
fend women, but I am more violently vrged to defend 
divine Maieſtic, in the worke of his Creation, In

Homer doth report in his Illiads, that there was ar 
the ſiege of Troy,a Grzcian,called Ther ſites, whole wit 
was (o blockilh, he was not worthy to ſpeake: yet his 
diſpoſition was fo precipitate, hee could not hold his 
to #ſeph Sweinam in all record of Hiſtorics can- 
not be {o likely paraleld as with this Therfices. What 
his compoſition of body is I know not, bart for his di- 
olican otherwile,in this Pamphlet I know,he is as 
monftrous 23 the worke is miſhapen, which ſhall 
plainely appearc in the examination of the firſt page 


onely. 

The Argument of the 'firſt Chapter is , ts ſhew to 
what ſe Wemes were made ; it allo {hcweth, That 
maſt of them depener ate from the w/e they were framed 
oxto, &C.

V Voman was made of a crooked rib,ſfo [he is croo- 
ked of conditions. Joſeph Swetnam was made as from 
Adam of clay and duſt, fo he is —_— and muddy 
diſpoſition : The inferences are both alike in cither ; 
woman is no morecrooked,in reſpect of the one; but 
he is blaſphemous in reſpect of rhe other, Did Wo- 
man receiue her ſoule and diſpolition from the rib;

lr is apparent, thar in the prime of antiquity, wo- 
men were valued at higheſt eſtimate, in thar all choſe 
moſt ineſttmable and incomparable benetites which 
might either honour or prelerue Mankinde, are all 
gcnerally attributed to the inuention of womerr, as 
nay appeare in theſe tew examples tollowing.

When atthe firſt the fineſt Mancher and bzſt bread 
in wie was of Acorns, by the (ingular and practicall 

wit of a Lady called Ceres, the ſowing of Corne, and 
Tillage was inuented. 

The inuention of the ſeauen liberall Scicaces , of 
all Arts, of all Learning, hath beene genera:ly with 
one conſent aſcribed ro the inuention of upucrs 
daughters, the nine Muſcs,whoſe Mother was a roy- 
all Ladic Mnencoſuws. 

Carmentis a Ladie, firit inuented Letters, and the 
vicof them by reading and writing. 

The royall and moſt delightful] exerciſe of Hun- 
ting was firſt found out and prattiled by Dizna,who 
thervpon is celebrated for the Goddeſle of Hunting. 

The three Graces, which adde a decorwm,and yeeld 
fuour to Perſons, Aftions, and Speaches, are three 
Ladics, Aglaia, Thakia,and Enphroſune. 

The heroicall exerciſes of 0lanprs,were firſt found 
and put in pradtife by Paleſtra a woman. 

The whole world bcing diuided into three partsin 
more anciznt tim2s, euery diuilton to this day kec- 
peth the name in honour of a woman. 

The ftorminine Scxe is exce.d:in,; y honoured by 
Poets in their wriings : T hey have Gods as well for 
good things, as for bad ; but t1ey have no women- 
Goddeſſes, bur in things which are eſpecially good. 
1 hey haue Racchws for a drunken God, but no drun- 
ken Goddefle.They haue Priapms the lnſtfull God of 
Gardens, but no garden-Goddelſles, except of latein

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the garden-Allies. They will obie& here vnto mee 
Yen, (he indeed is the Goddeſle of Lone, bur it is 
her blinde Sonne which is the God of Luſt ; poore 
Ladie, ſhe hath bur her ioynture in the Mannor of

For Pride, they hd it ſo farre from women, thar 
they found out Nemeſis or Rhamnaſia, to punilh and 
rcuenge pride,butnone to infect with pride.

Goddes of hell;but Proſerpina, whom Plato forcibly 
rooke from Mount «A/4, and carried heraway, and 
made her Queene of Hellz yer ſhedoth not remaine 
in Hell bur one halte of the yeare, by a decree from 
Tupaer.. ; 

It I thould recite and ſer downe all the honourable 
records and Monuments for and of women,]I might 
write more Bookes then I have yet written lines. I 
will leave and paſle ouer the famous teſtimonies of 
forreine Kings and Common-wealths , in ho- 
nour of our Sexe : and I will onely mention ſome 
tew examples of our owne Countrey and King- 
| dome, which haue been incomparably benefited and 
honoured by women.

The deuout Helen, who beſides that, ſhe was the

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Mother of that religious and great Con/tantine, who 
firſt ſeated Chriſtian Religion in the Emperiall 
throne, in that reſpect may be ſtiled the mother ot 
Religion, is ſtill more honoured tor her {ingular pic- 
tie and chariti: towards him ang his members, who 
dyed for vs vpon the Crofle, then for her care and 


induſtry in finding out the woodot that Croflc on

which hc dyed. 

In the time of the Danes, chaſte Amma, whole in- 
nocency carried her naked fere over the fire-hor 
Plow. ihares vntelt ; with the Saxons Queene Elfoiue 
the holy widdow,-and the Kings daughter Earth a 
Virgin Saint, þoth greater Conquerers then Ale xan- 
der the great, that men fo much boaſt of, who could 
not conquere himſclte, 

Since the Normans, the heroicall vertues of Elenor 
wife to Edward the firſt, who when her Husband mn 
the Holy Land was wounded with a poyloned Ar- 
row,of which ther was no hope of recouery trom the 
Chyrurgions, (he ſuckr the poyſon into her own bo- 
dieto fr:e-him: togecher,curing that mortall wound, 
and making her owne tame immorrtall : ſo taat I 
thinke this one act of ters may cquall all cheacts thar 
her great Husbind did ia thoſe warres belides. 

Plip, wife to Edwerd the third, no Ile to be ho- 
noured tor being the Moincr of ſo many braue chil- 
dren, then of ſo many good deeds, which worthiy 
got aerthetitie of £o0d. 

Mergaret the wile, wite to Henrie the fixt, who if 
h:r Husbands tortune, valour , and foreight, had 
becnc anlwerabie to hers, had !ctt the Crowne of 
Enzland to their owne Sonne, and not to a ſtranger.

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Theother Margaret of Richmond, mother to Henrie 
the ſeuenth, from whoſe breſts he may ſceme to haue 
deriued as well his verrues as his lite, in reſpect of hcr 
heroicall prudence and pietie ; whereof, belide; 0- 
ther Monuments, both the Vniuerlitics are ſtill wit- 
nclles. 

Betides this, it was by the bleſſ:d meanes of ELza- 
beth,wite to Henrie the ſcuenth,that the bloudy wars 
berwixt the houſcs of Yorke and Lancaſter were en- 
ded, and the red Role and the whice vnited, &c. 

It was by the meanes of the moſt renowmed 


Queene (the happy Mother ot our dread Soue- 
raigne) that the rwo Kingdomes once mortall foes,
